Presiding Officers in French Composition 





Advance instructions for schools wn which the exami- 
nation in Grade XIII French Composition is to be held. 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates may be seated in a room in which the 
French Composition examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be satisfactory from the standpoint of acoustics. A 
gymnasium or an assembly hall may not be used. 


2. The Principal will arrange for the provision of 
standard 78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of the 
examination rooms, and will see that outlets are provided 
for electrically-operated phonographs where these are to 
be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC, while other machines operate on one type, 
usually AC. 

The phonographs to be used should be tested well in ad- 
vance of the examination period. Suitable needles should 
be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[ OVER | 


The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined by using 
the practice record sent out in January, with a class in the 
room. (Note, however, that there is a short testing strip 
on the examination record which may be used for adjusting 
the volume.) 


3. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
before the examination papers are shipped. 


4. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, | 
but he shall not break the seal. 


5. Before 1.00 p.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 

Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 


6. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘‘Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’. 


7. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(b) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 

(c) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the 
candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report outlining the 
circumstances.

Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously-determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper.

IMPORTANCE OF CORRECT TECHNIQUES 


Students are usually more concerned about the results 
of there efforts than they are about the quality of their 
efforts. This is one reason why they ne ed a teacher, for 
an informed teacher knows that consistent sucess can only 
result from consistentpractise of the tecniques essentail to 
skilled performence. 

Mastery of the “know-how” of a skill is essential to 
correct practice of that skill. We all know energetic men 
and women who practice a skill endlessly, but who never 
get out of the “dub class pecause they never learn the 
expert motions that make up the skill. Only correct prac- 
tice of correct Techniques makes perfect. Therefore at the 
beginning of the transcription course students should lern 
the correct ways of reading writing and transcribing short- 
hand, that is, they must learn the correct tecniques of 
those skills. 

Concerning the importence of establishing the one 

best way of performing each part of the skill, Estabrooks 
states 
“In the training of any skill it would seem esential to 
avoid conflict, habit interferance, negative transference-call 
it what you will. First we must decide on the one best way 
in which the skill should be performed. Unfortunatly this 
one best way of the efficency engineer may not have been 
determinned. But we can at least pick on the best way, 
so far as our knowlege goes. 
Then have the student stick to it, not only as to finger move- 
ments, but in the position of notebook pen, paper, carbon 
paper, clips, and all the accessoris. And if possible have the 
instruction always given by one person so as to avoid this 
habit interference.” (G. H. Estabrooks, “The Concept of 
Conflict,” in Psychology Applied to Skill-Building) 

In teaching techniques, you demonstrate the technique 
to be learned and you explain the technique as far as 
desirable, after which the students practice the technique 
under suppervision. This cycle of demonstration and expla- 
nation followed by supervised practice continues until per- 
formence approximates the standard.

A letter seems a simple thing; it has a beginning, a 
middle, and an end. But between the beginning and// the 
end lie many dangers. 

[ OVER ] 


We really have to begin before the beginning. We must 
copy the architect, who first drafts his plan and designs/ 
every detail. 

After you have planned your beginning, middle, and 
end—sounding the main theme at the beginning, echoing 
it at the end, and developing/ it by natural steps in the 
middle—how are you going to say it? 

Most good writing is simple; the natural quality of 
good prose/ is simplicity. A man who thinks that long 
words and the use of abstractions are symbols of superior 
writing is quite wrong. The long words// may be quite cor- 
rect, and their attributes may be admirable, but this article 
deals with making communications understandable. 

In this dangerous class falls the use/ of foreign words. 
A good rule to follow is that all words not English in 
appearance are, in English writing, ugly. 

The/ same is true of technical terms. When they are 
being used in speech or writing for the general public, or 
for customers who are not/ experienced in their use, such 
terms should be translated into more familiar language. 

Short words (and usually, though not always, they are 
familiar words) help// to achieve clarity of expression. 
They are not only easier to use, but more powerful in effect; 
extra syllables reduce and do not increase, vigour./ And 
you are not losing beauty of expression. 

Short sentences, like short words, strengthen our 
writing. The average written sentence in Queen Elizabeth’s 
day ran/ to about 45 words, the Victorian sentence to 29, 
ours to 20 and fewer. 

Concrete words are the basis of a vigorous style./ 
They are words that correspond as closely as possible to 
what we feel, see, think, imagine, experience and reason. 
Look at the Parables. They speak// only of things which 
you can touch and see. 

To those who wish to improve their writing style, 
here is a word of advice: when/ you are satisfied that you 
have produced a fine piece of writing, look at it imperson- 
ally and even ruthlessly—then delete cold-bloodedly, par- 
ticularly the/ superfluous adjectives.

Presiding Officers in French Composition 





Advance instructions for schools in which the exami- 
nation in Grade XIII French Composition is to be held. 





1. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates may be seated in a room in which the 
French Composition examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be satisfactory from the standpoint of acoustics. A 
gymnasium or an assembly hall may not be used. 


2. The Principal will arrange for the provision of 
standard 78 r.p.m. phonographs, one for each of the 
examination rooms, and will see that outlets are provided 
for electrically-operated phonographs where these are to 
be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some phonographs operate on 
either AC or DC, while other machines operate on one type, 
usually AC. 

The phonographs to be used should be tested well in ad- 
vance of the examination period. Suitable needles should 
be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

[OVER ] 


The best location for the phonograph should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined by using 
the practice record sent out in January, with a class in the 
room. (Note, however, that there is a short testing strip 
on the examination record which may be used for adjusting 
the volume.) 


3. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Composition is to be written) for the dictation 
test will be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express 
before the examination papers are shipped. 


4. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not break the seal on the record. 


If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


5. Before 1.00 p.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
phonograph is ready for use. 


Promptly at 1.10 p.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove the seal but shall not put the record on the 
phonograph at that time. 


6. Promptly at 1.15 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked “Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Com- 
position’. 


7. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 3.45 p.m., 

(b) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked, 

(c) at 3.45 p.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the 
candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes, 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report outlining the 
circumstances. 


NoTE. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen inter- 
ruption or delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately wpon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 1.15 p.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 1.30 
p.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the phonograph is 
in the previously-determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first page of his examination book blank, in accordance with 
instructions on the examination paper.

Examination Procedure 


1. At about 3.42 p.m., if an electric phonograph is used, 
the machine should be turned on, without disturbing the 
candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up.

ation, and with a long enough pause after each phrase to 
give you sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading 
of the whole passage, with punctuation, to enable you to 
make corrections in your work. 

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as “Ecoutez’”’, and “N’écrivez pas’, but do 
not write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated but do 
not write them in words. 

“The three readings will require both sides of the record. 
Halfway through the second reading it will be neces- 
sary to interrupt your writing while the record is being 
turned.

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
testing the volume.
